China. BY1PK has been regularly on 15 meters at various times 
of the day. Watch especially the frequencies between 21925 KHz and 
21935 KHz. 
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A CODE-FREE AMATEUR LICENSE IN THE USA came a step closer to 
reality on July Ist when the Commissioners ordered the staff to pre- 
pare a Notice of Proposed Rule Making which would offer two 
alternative plans. The first, which comes from Michael Marcus of 
the FCC's Office of Science and Technology, would create a new, high 
level "Digital Experimenter's" license, similar to one available in 
Canada. The second proposal, favored by the Commissioners and a 
near total surprise to US hams, is the deletion of the CW require- 
ment for the existing Technician Class, thus making it the no-code 
entry-level license. Keeping the status quo, that is refraining 
from instituting a code-free license, was not even considered. The 
Commissioners have, for some time, let it be known that they are in 


general agreement of the need to institute some form of Amateur 
license which has no Morse requirement. They believe this is 
necessary in order to begin building a new technological base of 
young peOple able to help meet the nation's future needs. The Fcc 
views dropping the code requirement for the Tech as the most cost- 
effective (read cheapest) method Of attaining this end since all 
that is required is a simple Report and Order. As pointed out to 
WLR, even the current Form 61% application can be used, since an 
appropriate checkoff box already exists for the Technician Class. 
One change may be required, however. Technician Class operators 
may lose their H.F. CW privileges, because the 1979 WARC Treaty 
will preclude Amateurs who have not passed a code test from 
operating below 3f MHz. (The Treaty has not yet been ratified by 
the Senate.) 

The question of a cOde-free license is not new, and the issue 
will continue to stir up a lot of debate among Amateurs.

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A SUIT TO OVERTURN THE BURBANK TOWER/ANTENNA/RFI ORDINANCE will 
be filed shortly. Chicago attorney James O'Connell, WOWU will file 
the legal actiOn sometime in late August in U.S. District Court for 
the Northern District of Illinois, and will seek injunctive relief 
against enforcement Of the ordinance as well as a declaratory 
judgment that the regulation itself is uncOnstitutional. Challanges 
of a Constitutional nature will include: the violation of Amateur 


and C.B. operators' rights to communicate, the attempt of the 
ordinance to intrude into areas reserved for the Federal government 
and its violation of due process and equal protection under the law. 
(The last claim is being made because the regulations only apply to 
Amateur and citizens' band antenna installations.) 

Even with the $758@ contribution already promised by the ARRL, 
and other money raised by local groups, more funds are needed to 
help in this fight. Every dollar is important. In fact, if each 
Westlink Report subscriber were to send in $19, enough support would 
be given to see this case through the first legal hurdles. Westlink 
will start the ball rolling by sending in a check for $5 (no, we 
really can't affort it). If protection of your rights to erect an 
antenna or transmit without being held criminally liable for such 
things as audio detection in a hi-fi are important to you, send a 
contribution to: "The Burbank Tower Fund" in care of 
Roger Borowski, WAQ9EKA, 6187 West 8@th Place, Burbank, IL 69459. 

If the Burbank ordinance is not struck down, it may very well 
become a model for other communities against federally licensed 
radio operators. (WLR 378, 371, 372) Thanks W9JUV.
